Some of tha Germans suc- 
ceeded in reaching Alger farm, a forti- 
fied point fronting on the dismantled 
Fort La Pompelle, but none was able 
to enter the fort itself.

THE PRICE OF 1918 WHEAT:

‘The question of wheat prices for the 1918 crop is a 
live one with the farmers now. Last year the United 
States congress included in the food bill making a 
price of $2.20 for 1917 wheat a provision of $2 for 
1918 wheat. This was done to assure farmers a good 
price for at least two years, inducing them to arrange 
for heavy plantiig of wheat. The much greater need 
ot wheat now has led to demands that a price of $2.50 
or $2.75 be set for the 1918 yield. ee 
Farmers in the United States—and some in Canada 
also-have held back their 1917 wheat for various rea- 
sons. Sometimes they have not needed to sell, some- 
times transportation .conditions have forced them to 
hold, But ff an increase in price is to go into effect 
next September they will te tempted to hold 1917 
stocks that must be Obtained now to supply the allies 
in Burope. An enormous quantity of wheat is being 
eld back in the United States for this reason, and 
yntil there is some method devised for getting it into 
e market the price for 1918 ou¥ht not to de settled. 
jt will, of course, apply to Canada the same as to the 
United States, and a satisfactory settlement would 
help win our greater production campaign.

PANY. 

Chicago, Maréh 1.—[Bdéitor of Tue 
Tribune. Tour editerial of March 1 
Well says that “thé gas company's plea 
for higher rates suffers by the method 
of its presentation.“ You might hate 
added that the plea also suffers from 
the self-confessed dishonesty of the 
pleadér, The hard luck story of a confi- 
dence man does not carry Conviction. 

Seven Months ago the gas company 
obtained the consent of the city coun 
cil to lower the heating value of its gas 
upon its written agreement to charge 
lower rates, and also (1) not to alter 
or seek to alter its rates for twelve 
months; ang (2) “that the right of city 
regulation and control is concedéd by 
thé company in the manner and to the 
extent herein provided, so long as the 
city maintains a single standard of heat- 
ing value (such as is hereinbefore pro- 
vided for).
